DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After a careful review of the appeal brief submitted on February 26, 2009. The 
examiner of record concluded that claims 6-10, 12-15, 17, 19 and 25-32 are allowable 
over the prior art in view of appellant's arguments as disclosed on pages 10-14. 
Appellant has persuasively argued the issues summarize in the section title GROUNDS 
OF REJECTION TO BE REVIEWED ON APPEAL on page 9. Conclusively, applicant's 
arguments overcome the rejections of record. 

Concerning the 103(a) rejection using Kung and Ben-Haim does not disclose a 
passive energy transfer amplifier, which enhances inductive driving of the power circuit 
of the wireless position sensor by the RF electromagnetic field, as recited in the 
independent claims. Based on the above observations claims 6-10, 12-15, 17, 19 and 
25-32 are allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
